WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—-()— 
King George V of England and the

There were gasps of amazement 
from a little group of spectators when 
the committee was told that England's 
ruler, in 1932, persenally intervened 


in an attempt to stop the sale of guns 
to Poland by a New York firm. 

The war department, it was testi 
fied previously, had actively aided the 
Driggs Ordnance Engineering Com- 
pany, of New York, in its efforts to 
sell the Polish government weapons 
that deal death. }

RUSSIA OPPOSED 
ON LEAGUE ENTRY 


Poland, Portugal and Ar- 
gentina Still Decline To 
| Favor Admission. 


GENEVA, Sept. 7.—(4)—Louis 
Barthou, French foreign minister, to- 
day failed to persuade Poland, Por- 
tugal and Argentina to support Rus- 
sia’s admission to the League of Na- 
tions. 

He spent the day conferring with 
delegates representing those nations, 
the most potent opponents of the 
Russian candidacy. but admitted aft- 
| erwards that further negotiations 
would he necessary. 

Portugal's affirmative vote is re- 
garded as vital, inasmuch as France, 

England and Italy, the triumvirate 
backing Moscow's cause, are anxious 

to place the soviet permanently on the 

League couneil, for which Portugal's 
| assent, by virtue of her council mem 
| bership, would be necessary. 
| lt was learned that authorities at 
Lisbon are so opposed to communism 
that in exchange for Portugal's ad- 
herence to the Russian cause they 
must have assurances that there will 
be no eommunistic propaganda in the 
Iberian country.

SEVEN MEN KILLED 
AS BOILER BURSTS 
IN PIKE COUNT) 


ExplosionOccurs as Plans 
Are Made To Gin Sea- 


son’s First Cotton Bale 
at Neal.

CONCORD, Ga., Sept. 7.—Seven 
persons, four white men and three ne- 
groes, were killed this afternoon at 
5 o'clock when a boiler at a cotton 
gin at Neal, near here, in Pike cun- 
ty, exploded. 

The dead are Wilbur - Riggins, and 
his cousin, Lawson Riggins, Amos 
McCard and Roger Evans, all white 
men. The negroes were Frank Cald- 
well and his brother, John Caldwell, 
and George Collier Jr. 4 _ negro 
named Gates, who was on the o-itsice 
of the building, was slightly injured. 

The Riggins men and Evans were 
spectators and McCard and two of the 
negroes were employes of the gia, it 
is said, 

All of the men killed were in the 
boiler room where the engine had 
been fired up in preparation for gin- 
ning the season’s first bale of cotton 
brought to the plant. Without warn- 
ing the explosion occurred, killing five 
of the men instantly and two were so 
severely injured that they died, before 
medical aid could reach them. The 
boiler room was completely razed and 
the entire building wrecked. Some of 
the bodies were mutilated beyond rec- 
ognition, having been hurled through 
the air a distance of 60 feet.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(/)—A 
general mobilization of the forces and 
resources of organized labor behind 
the still-growing textile strike was or- 
dered tonight while a presidential 
board sought to restore peace to con- 
flict-torn mill towns. 

William Green, president of 
American Federation of Labor, called 
representatives of 108 international 
unions to a meeting early next week 
for a discussion of means of buttress- 
ing the textile workers. He denied a 
general strike was “even under con- 
sideration.” 

Meanwhile, Secretary Perkins blam-

Following the meeting here Judge 
Pittman spoke at Ludowici and Hines- 
ville, and closed the day with an ad- 
dress before a Chatham ‘ounty rally 
in Savannah tonight. , 

5 Expresses 

Expressing confidence in the success 
of his campaign, Judge Pittman cited 
numerous alleged instances wherein 
he said the political tactics of his 
opposition has “backfired.” . 

“The many secret promises of Tal- 
madge and his managers and advisors 
have been brought to light by those 
who doubted the motive, the sincerity, 
the ability and the intention to keep 
these promises,” he said. 

“They tried intimidation, brt the 

ple of Georgia will not be driven. 
hey tried cdercion and pleading, but 
the note of insincerity was apparent 
to the people of Georgia. They prom-

“The older children swim and play 
games with inflated balls, No one is 
still: they rush about like wild things. 
The piers attract. them, of course, for 
they hold many amusements. There 
are machines where two may turn the 
handles, thus making horses run races 
or footballers kick balis. 

“There are gulls and shi to 
watch, and rides to take in ats. 
Meals are eaten on the sands, close 
to the sea. When the trains take 
them home the boys and girls are 
tired but feel that they have had great 
enjoyment. 

„Many of the older children cycle 


} during their holidays. They take their 
food and cycle with their friends into 
the woods or the hills. They return 
with wild fruit and flowers which 
they have found.
